If we shirk or hide 
under the bed we’ll have to pay for it 
in the end. 
It’s funny. It took us two years and 
something over to get into the war, 
and it looks quite likely at this writing, 
that it will take us just about the same 
length of time to get into the peace. 
We couldn’t get into the war until 
after election. Maybe it’s going to be 
the same way about the peace. Just 
at the moment of this discourse the 
papers all agree that peace treaty pros- 
pects are very blue. That may be mere 
strategy, but maybe not. The Presi- 
dent believes in a new era and a new 
order, and unless he can help that con- 
ception he prefers, apparently, to let 
things alone. He would not agree to 
the proposal to make the Adriatic Sea 
an Italian lake, because it savored of 
the old way of managing Europe—of 


the way we had been at so much pains 
and cost to disrupt. He does not pro- 
pose to make these states a party to a 
reorganization of Europe that rests on 
mere alliances of strong powers to 
keep order for a price. If a larger 
justice than that is not in sight the 
President seems to be for helping Uncle 
Sam to continue to be an outsider.

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HE project for a bonus endorsed 

by the American Legion does not 
taste good. The general plan is to dis 
tribute two or three billion dollars to 
be raised by taxation or bond issues 
to men and women who served in the 
war. The Legion has endorsed a pro- 
posal for a payment of fifty dollars 
for each month of service, unless other 
specified forms of reward or assistance 
are preferred. Other war societies have 
other plans, and the Ways and Means 
Committee of Congress is to consider 
them all. The prospect is pretty good fo: 
a huge appropriation for this purpos« 

The argument is that the men who 
went to the war had only moderate pay, 
while those who stayed at home and 
worked in shipyards or munition fac 
tories or at almost anything else, got 
enormous wages, and that justice to the 
soldiers demands that the money they 
didn’t earn by staying at home shall be 
made up to them. 

It is a very novel suggestion. Why 
does it stop with an estimate of fifty 
dollars to be given for every month of 
service? And why should it be limited 
to soldiers and not be extended to ev- 
eryone who worked too cheap to win 
the war? Why may we not all put in 
our bills for losses incurred, opportuni-

HERE have always been more John Smiths than 
Julius Caesars in real life. But the stage, ever 
Y since the theatre began, has always found its ma- 
terials in the Julius Caesars and other heroes in 
armor, satins and broadcloth. John Smith may not 
have understood them completely, but they filled his 
eye, stirred his imagination and lifted him out of 
his own commonplaceness. Now we are putting 
John Smith himself on the stage with microscopic regard to 
his ugly surroundings and with great exaggeration of the im- 
portance of his sordid and small trage- 
dies. Mr. Ibsen and Mr. Shaw started it, 
but the latter redeemed the process with 
his sense of humor and his gift for sa 
tirical paradox. The newer authors, 
mistaking manner for matter, carry the 






process to such meticulous precision as 
that worked out in the writing and act- 
ing of “ Jane Clegg.” 

Strangely, the real John Smiths do 
not seem to be vastly interested in these 
petty chronicles, and leave them largely to 
the consideration of the higher-browed 
who have graduated from, or never 
known, the joys of the more imaginative 
irama. Rural wretchedness and middle- 
class meanness, no matter how faithfully 
reproduced on the stage, do not appeal 
to the John Smiths any more than the 
country tragedy or everyday tenement 
dr2 -a would in real life interest the 
dil. ante who applauds their semblance 
in the theatre. Authors and actors find 
it easy to help the cult along because of 
the ready-writing material and the fat 
chances in character-acting. “ Jane 
Clegg”’ is an excellent example of this 
development, and would supply the text 
for a longer sermon on the subject.
